Their  native  home  is  the  tropic  and 
semi-tropical  areas  of  North  and  South 
America,  with  a  few  coming  to  us  from  far-  , 
off  New  Zealand.  They  are  at  home  in  prac-  ■’* 

tically  any  country  of  the  world  and  will 
thrive  in  any  state  of  the  Union. 

Select  a  shaded  or  partially  shaded  area  • 
of  your  garden  in  which  to  plant  them.  Give  JSP

With  its  almost  endless  variety  of  types  and 
forms,  its  single  and  double  flowers,  ranging 
in  size  from  that  of  a  tiny  lilac  blossom  up 
to  flowers  five  inches  long,  and  a  color  range 
from  white  through  the  entire  gamut  to  violet, 
it  is  little  wonder  that  today  it  is  one  of 
the  most  popular  flowering  shrubs. 

At  my  nursery  in  West  Los  Angeles,  I 
have  growing  over  200  varieties.  In  this  col¬ 
lection  you  will  find  tiny  dwarf  varieties, 
others  that  make  veritable  trees  15  to  20 
feet  tall.  Then  again  we  have  trailing  and 
climbing  varieties,  others  that  make  excel¬ 
lent  hanging  basket  subjects,  and  still  oth¬ 
ers  that  may  be  used  for  low  hedges.  From 
this  collection  I  have  selected  those  that  are 
most  popular  and  those  with  the  most  con¬ 
trast  of  color  or  type.

How  to  Grow  Tuberous  Begonias 

Begonias,  once  started,  need  little  care  aside  from  the  following  simple  rules: 

Start  your  begonia  tubers  in  shallow  boxes,  placing  them  in  rows  with  a  two-inch 
space  separating  each  one.  Use  a  mixture  of  two  parts  leafmold  to  one  part  sand; 
if  the  leafmold  is  not  available  use  coarse  sand.  Set  the  tubers  with  the  top  of  the 
tuber  just  level  with  the  top  of  the  sand  or  leafmold  mixture.  Keep  your  boxes  of 
tubers  in  a  shady  place  where  the  temperature  is  about  60  degrees  Fahrenheit.  Water 
them  well,  so  as  to  soak  the  mixture  thoroughly;  after  that  keep  just  slightly  damp 
until  the  leaves  appear,  when  more  water  may  be  applied  without  danger  of  rotting 
the  tubers. 

When  the  plants  are  about  three  inches  tall  transfer-,  to  four  or  five-inch  pots  or 
directly  to  a  partially  shaded  area  of  the  garden.  Set  them  in  a  light  mixture  of 
two  parts  leafmold,  one  part  coarse  sand  and  one  part  WELL  ROTTED  cow  manure. 
When  the  first  flower  buds  appear  give  frequent  light  feedings  of  some  good  well 
balanced  commercial  fertilizer. 

On  hot  days,  when  the  temperature  is  80  degrees  or  over,  sprinkle  the  foliage 
frequently.  This  will  prevent  the  flowers  dropping  off. 

In  the  fall,  when  the  tops  have  died  down,  lift  the  tubers  and  store  in  a  cool  dry 
place,  away  from  frost.  The  following  January  or  February  they  may  be  started 
again.  The  average  life  of  the  tuber  is  eight  years.

Begonias  for  the  most  part  thrive  best  in  a  well  drained,  partially  shaded 
location  such  as  in  a  lathhouse,  a  summer  house  or  where  they  receive  fil¬ 
tered  sunlight  from  trees  or  tall  growing  shrubs.  Oak  leafmold,  whenever  that  is 
obtainable,  is  the  best  foundation  for  your  soil  mix.  If  this  is  not  obtainable 
use  German  or  Swedish  peat  moss.  The  leafmold  should  be  well  rotted,  and  in  a 
rather  coarse  condition,  with  some  leaves  in  it  about  the  size  of  one’s  thumb  nail. 

IVlix  Up  as  Follows;  Two  shovelfuls  of  leafmold  or  peatmoss,  one  shovelful  of 
sandy  loam,  one  shovelful  of  well  rotted  cow  manure  (by  well  rotted  I  mean  at 
least  eight  months  old),  and  to  this  add  one  2 14 -inch  pot  of  cotton  seed  meal, 
and  one  4-inch  pot  of  granulated  charcoal. 

The  plants  may  be  potted  or  set  in  the  garden  in  this  soil.  Begonias  are  not 
deep  rooters,  so  a  pocket  of  eight  to  twelve  inches  of  the  above  is  sufficient. 
Water  well  during  hot  weather,  but  do  not  drown  the  plants.  They  cannot  stand 
having  their  roots  in  water.  Occasional  light  feedings  of  cotton  seed  meal  will 
help  the  growth  and  bloom.  Should  the  soil  get  on  the  alkaline  side,  apply  a 
small  dose  of  aluminum  sulphate,  about  one  ounce  to  each  square  yard. 


Tree  Form 

LUGANO  (Robinson):  Beautiful  Coralline  Lucerne  seedling  with  rich  dark 
green  leaves  that  are  slightly  smaller  than  those  of  the  parent.  A  good  branching 
type  with  deep  pink  blooms  produced  in  great  profusion.

CAMELLIAS 

The  irresistible  charm  and  beauty  of  the  flowers  of  the  Camellia 
has  won  a  high  place  in  the  hearts  of  all  who  grow  them. 

However,  because  of  their  almost  ethereal  beauty,  many  people 
have  been  a  little  timid  about  trying  their  hand  at  growing  them. 
Or  perhaps  you  may  have  tried  to  grow  Camellias  without  finding 
out  just  a  little  about  their  likes  and  dislikes.  Stop  being  afraid  of 
them.  Follow  the  few  simple  rules  outlined  below  and  you’ll  find 
them  as  easy  to  grow  as  sunflowers. 

They  may  be  grown  in  containers  or  out  in  the  open  ground. 
Select  a  partially  shaded  area,  and  if  the  soil  is  heavy,  provide 
drainage  for  your  plants  by  placing  a  generous  supply  of  coarse 
gravel  in  the  bottom  of  the  hole  before  setting  your  plant. 

While  they  will  grow  in  any  good  reasonably  light  soil,  they 
will  do  much  better  if  planted  in  a  mixture  of  one-fourth  each  of 
the  following:  imported  peat,  leaf  mold,  topsoil  and  sandy  loam. 

Feed  your  plants  regularly  every  60  days  with  Bandini  Ca¬ 
mellia  food.  Long’s  Camellia  food,  or  any  good  plant  food  suit¬ 
able  for  acid  loving  plants. 

Keep  your  plants  on  the  acid  side  with  occasional  treatment 
of  Aluminum  Sulphate  or  soil  sulphur,  as  they  do  best  in  a  soil 
where  the  Ph  is  around  5.5  to  6.5.  Do  not  feed  until  3  weeks 
after  applying  acid  treatment. 

Keep  your  plants  well  watered  at  all  times,  but  do  not  give 
them  so  much  water  that  the  soil  becomes  soggy.  Above  all,  do 
not  fuss  over  your  Camellias,  give  them  reasonable  care,  but  do 
not  kill  them  with  kindness. 

ALTA  SUPERBA:  Large  semi-double,  pure  white  flowers,  with 
large  petals  and  yellow  stamens  showing  through  the  petals  at  the 
center.

TO  PLANT:  Select  a  well  drained  sunny  location,  taking  care 
not  to  cover  the  crown  when  you  set  your  plants.  Give  water  and 
fertilizer  rather  sparingly,  unless  your  soil  is  very  sandy  and  you 
will  have  no  end  of  fine  cut  flowers.  The  plant  is  a  perennial  and 
may  be  divided  every  second  or  third  year.
